In his 13 

professional career as an engineering estimator, he infused his love of illustration into his work as 14 

an expert in technical drawing and mechanical drafting with AutoCAD software. Much of his 15 

professional career was spent in the custom manufacturing industry with Display World, Inc. in 16 

Warren, PCL in Lincoln and T&C Woodworking in Pawtucket, where his ability to merge his 17 

artistic talents with his love of mechanical engineering in order to excel as one of the foremost 18 

experts in his industry.
